| LIABILITY ACT IS HIT. 


Connecticut Judge Attacks Law 
as to Damage Cases. 


NEED FOR ALL. 


Vigorous Expression on the Failure to 
Safeguard Employes, 


New London, Conn., Feb. 24.—[{Special.]— 
Judge Wheeler today, in awarding nomina! 
damages of $50 against the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad for the killing 
of Sylvester Sullivan, a section hand, as a 
result of a train backing down on a handcar, 
attacked the Connecticut law and coemployé 
doctring, as it prevails in most of the 
states, as being responsible for much of the 
misery and death of thousands of men, wom- 
en, and children annually, many of whose 
lives would have been saved had the rule of 
liability of the employer for neglect of fel- 
low employés been part of the law. 


Would Protect Employe. 


The decision says in effect that under the | 


law the defendant railroad is not liable for the 
failure of the section foreman to perform his 
duty of properly signaling the train. In dis- 
cussing the law Judge Wheeler says: 


“ We cannot doubt that the Hability would | 


compel greater diligence. The worst feature 
of all is that those who are struck down in 
the main are those who are least able to help 
themselves—those who labor with their 
hands. 

‘* Existing conditions in the employment of 
labor render ridiculous the r ng thatan 
employé in fact contracts with reference to 
the peril of the business. And public in- 
terests would be best conserved by holding 
the employer, with his higher intelligtnce 
and surer means of information, and his 
power of selecting and discharging sub- 
ordinates, responsible. 

Urges Remedy for Injustice. 

‘‘In a period of ten years probably more 
men have been injured, disabled, and killed 
in this country from neglect of coemployés 
than were disabled, injured, and killed in 
the civil war. 

The need of having some effective legis- 
lative remedy for this injustice, continuing 
and increasing, is so paramount that it 
seems doubly unfortunate that those who 
are the most grievous sufferers do not con- 
serve their strength to accomplish an end 
which must appeal to the sense of justice 
and humanity of disinterested persons.” 


COURT SAYS MAN MAY “STEAL.” 


Right to Recover Animal Taken in 
Fraudulent Horse Trade, De- 
clares Justice Hurley. 


Justice Hurley yesterday declared that “a 
man has a right to steal a horse if it has 
been taken from him in a bogus horse trade.”’ 

The decision was in the case of E. F. Lewis, 
charged with horse stealing by P. Dunshaw, 
owner of a West Madison street stable. 

Lewis asserted that a month ago he went to 
Dunshaw to trade horses. He said an ex- 
change was made, but that it was “ on trial,”

he had traded at the endof a week if he chose.

DUST EXPLOSION 
WRECKS A PLANT: 
KILLS WORKMEN, 


Several Huge Buildings of 
Warner Sugar Refining 
Company at Wauke- 
gan in Ruins. 


LOSS REACHES $1,000,000. 


‘Three Bodies Taken Out—One 


Employe Missing and a 
Dozen or More Are 
Injured, 


A terrific explosion of starch dust at 6:30 
o’clock last evening wrecked two huge struc- 
tures at the plant of the Warner Sugar Re- 


fining company in Waukegan and resulted 


in death and injury to workingmen. 

Three bodies have been taken from the 
ruins, two of which have been identified. 
One man is missing and a dozen or more are 
injured. The estimated property loss is 
$1,000,000. 

So great was the force of the explosion that 
the débris was hurled into trees and tele- 
graph wires half a block on every side, and 
the ground between was covered with sec- 
tions and bits of the brick walls and with 
the iron beams of the roof of the buildings. 


Shakes the Whole Town. 

The concussion shook the. entire town of 
Waukegan, breaking many windows. It 
demolished the Chicago house, a boarding 
house standing a block away m the starch 
building. Many of the occupants of this 


house were thrown to the floor. 


The building in which the explosion oc- 
curred was the powder starch house of the 
plant. Its wreck was complete. No less 
great was the damage to the dry kilns to 
the south, the walls of which crumbled away, 
leaving the expensive machinery and the 
cars of starch piled in a tangled heap within. 
_ To add to the disaster fire broke out, and 
because of the breaking of the large private 
water main which supplied the fire protection 
tothe plant it spread almost unchecked to the 
table house, still farther south. For hours 
hundreds of residents of the suburb stood 
in the vicinity viewing the brilliant spec- 
tacle which the burning ruins furnished.

Men Run for the Doors. | 

Peter Ambrose, night superintendent of the 
plant, was in the northeast corner of the table 
house, in the office of the company, when the 
explosion occurred. He rushed out to find 
the lower floor of that building covered with 
excited men who were running toward the 
doorway connecting the table house with the 
powder room, where the explosion had oc- 
curred. Barring the doorway, Ambrose 
shouted: 

“Get back men; run for the east door.” 

The workmen turned about at these words 
and fled in the direction indicated. So far as 
known all seen on the floor by Ambrose es- 
caped without injury. Many at work on the 
upper floors of the powder house were not so 
fortunate, 

Terrified by the explosion and choking with 
smoke that swept up the stairway they 
groped their way, blindly seeking an exit. 
Some jumped from the windows and were 
severely injured. 


Firemen Have Narrow Escape. 

On the arrival of the Waukegan fire de- 
partment Chief O’Farrell and twelve of bis 
men carried a line of hose into this part 
of the factory. After mounting to the top 
story they found escape by the stairway 
they had ascended blocked by a sudden 
crumbling of the north wall and shortly 
afterwards the roof of the building began 
to settle. Shouting to his men to follow 
him, O'Farrell scrambled to the roof of the 
mill house adjoining. All finally escaped 
with slight injury, making their way to the 
ground through a skylight and down the 
stairway. 

Cusack, who was killed in the explosion, 
was at work in the powder room near a 
Goor on the west side of the building. He 
was hurled through the door fifty feet to 
the north, where he was found shortly after- 
ward almost unconscious and partly stripped 
of clothing by the force of the explosion. 
Restoratives were administered, but he died 
in fifteen minutes. 

Hainay, the engineer, was at work in the 
basement directly under the spot where the 
explosion occurred. Stunned by the shock, 
he scrambled up the stairway and was found 
econ afterwards near the railroad tracks 


west of the factory. 


Fire Department Reinforced. 

The fire department of Waukegan was 
reinforced later by apparatus from North 
Chicago, Zion City, and the fire department 
cf the American Steel and Wire company, 
whose plant is one-half mile south of the 
Warner factory. The efforts of the firemen 
were directed to saving the buildings that 
adjoined the table house on the south, and

Englishmen Rejoice Over Bril- 
liant Effort at Port Arthur. 


EARLY BAD NEWS IS A SHOCK 


Attempt to Cork Up Fleet Long Ex- 
pected by Experts.

LONDON, Feb. 25, 3 a. m.—** Another Mer- 
rimac episode, though unattenged with the 
success which Americans had at Santiago,” 
was the report which London discussed with 
its supper last night. At tea time it had just 
heard that four Japanese battleships had 
been sunk at Port Arthur. By dinner 
this statement had received apparently #: 
official confirmation, and it was added that 
two Japanese transports had likewise been 
sent to the bottom in an attack upon Port 
Arthur. | 

Mention of transports tended to confirm 


ports. Togo not employ 
transports in an attack upon the Russian 


and British sympathizers with Japan plucked 
up spirits. 


Earlier Reports Staggering. 

The earliest reports of the great Russian 
success had absolutely staggered London. 
Men came to a sudden stop in the street as 
they caught sight of the newspaper placards. 
It wae not till after the theaters had closed 
that a corrected version of the affair reached 
London in a dispatch from St. Petersburg. 


May Make Heroic Chapter. 


It is thought here that when the meager 
-yersion from St. Petersburg is supplemented 
by fuller information it is probable we shall 
have an account of one of the most daring 
attempts in the modern history of naval 
warfare. 

In the dark hours of yesterday morning, 
according to a Russian report, four mer- 
chant steamers crammed with explosives 
were towed into the outer harbor of Port 
Arthur, convoyed by some vessels of the 
Japanese fleet. 

The Russians made a timely discovery of 

their foe, and the arsenal opened fire with 
all the guns that could be brought to bear, 
whether by the batteries or by vessels still 
flying the czar’s ensign. The Japanese fire- 
ships are said to have blown up without 
doing any damage and two torpedo boats 
of the covering flotilla are declared to have 
ended their career. Until the Japanese ver- 
sion is received London will ne< be ready to 
acknowledge that this attack upon Port ae 
thur was a reverse. 

Agrees with Prophecy of Expert. 
 H. W. Wilson, who on Tuesday night wrote 
the following prophetic paragraph, “It Is 
a question whether the Japanese would not 
do well to take a leaf from Admiral Samp- 
son’s book and cork the bottle which contains 
the Russians,’’ this morning takes it as be- 
yond a question of doubt that the Japanese 
have been repeating on a much larger and 
far more daring scale the exploit of Lieut. 
Hobson at Santiago. 

He points out in the Daily Mail that the 
width of the deep water channel leading into 
the harbor at Port Arthur at its narrowest 
point is about 100 yards, so that a ship 300 
feet long would easily block it. This point, 
however, lies far up, and to reach it the full 
fire of the forts would have been faced. 
Further out to sea the width is 160 yards, 
so that two ships sunk at this point would 
still close it hermetically. 

Attack a Determined One. 


It is not yet known whether the Japanese 
were able to get close enough in to place 
their ships right across the narrows, but the 
fact that they took four vessels in points to 
the extreme determination in attack and In- 
creases the probability of their success. Ships 
used for this purpose would have charges of 
explosive placed on the bottom, so as to sink 
them instantly the required position had 
been reached, hence the Russian idea that 
they were a new kind of fireship. The crews 
would be the smallest possible, for the service 
is one of extreme danger, demanding a most 
absolute devotion on the part of its men. 
Consequently it is thought here that when 
the Japanese story arrives it should be thrill-

First Reports Are of Victory.

~ @arly in the evening, and about midnight 
they seemed to have been definitely con- 
firmed, but in the absence of an official an- 
nouncement, which is momentarily expect- 
ed, the stories of the dimensions of this 
victory were most conflicting and confus- 
ing in character. 


Tried to Bottle Up Fleet. 

The most circumstantial report was that 
the Japanese had attempted to bottle up Ad- 
miral Stark's fleet in Port Arthur by sinking 
two stone laden vessels at the entrance of the 
harbor, employing the tactics which were 
tonsidered, but not executed, by the late 
Admiral Sampson, U. 8S. N., with the Mer- 
Jimac at Santiago during the 
ban war. 

Russians Suspect Ruse. 

According to this account two Japanese 
ships appeared off the harbor with a Japanese 
fleet behind them and ostensibly in pursuit. 
Whe Russians, however, suspected a ruse, 
and their ships steamed out, sank the stone 
laden vessels, engaged and defeated the 
®nemy, and drove them off. 


Transports Mentioned in Report. 

All the stories included the feature of the 
vessels loaded with stones, but according 
to some versions the Japanese fleet was con- 
voying transports with the purpose of ef- 
fecting a landing at Pigeon bay, and, after 
the failure of this preliminary maneuver, 
the Russians played havoc with both the 
gapanese warships and the transports, sink- 
ing four of the former and two of the latter. 
One account even gives the name of the 
battleship Retvizan as the vessel which par- 
ticularly distinguished itself during the 
action by ramming and sinking one of the 
Japanese battleships. | 

Populace Highly Excited. 

Rumors of this victory were spread far and 
wide over the city during the early part of the 
evening, and the crowds which had gathered 
in the streets, in spite of the severe cold, to 
discuss the news were greatly excited. One 
newspaper printed an extra relating the 
victory based on a meager telegram from 
London, but as the night wore on without 
Official confirmation the crowds disappeared, 
except from around the newspaper offices. 
These remained thronged with officers and 
others, who were resolved to await the official 
announcement, 


Many Conflicting Rumors. 

The news of battle was accompanied by 
two stories—one that after the first deéci- 
Sive Russian victory the emperor would 
offer peace and the other that Japan had 
@eposed the emperor of Corea and formally 
annexed that country. Both these reports 
are without confirmation, and they are given 
simply as examples of the stories which 
floated about in the excited crowds. 


Telegraph Offices Besieged. 

As the night wore on, instead of diminish- 
ing, the crowds at the admiralty and news- 
paper and telegraph agency offices kept in- 
creasing, and the excitement attained the 
fever point when it was known definitely 
that the emperor had received a telegram 
giving more details and showing the Russian 
victory was even greater than was at first 

reported. | 

Newspaper messengers waited at the ad- 

miralty with fast horses ready to carry away 
the news which it was known was being 
prepared. When the sheets were finally dis- 
tributed at 2:30 o'clock this morning a rush 

Was made for the exits and the assembled 
officers cheered wildly and repeatedly. The 
crowds showed no inclination to disperso, 
hoping that further news would be received 
showing the exact extent of the Russian 
victory. 

Number of Ships Not Clear.

The Russian soldier dies at his post. I have seen him in winter

die of his wounds on the battlefield or in the hospital, at a dis- 
tance of 3,000 miles from his native village—and in those supreme 
ve always found the Russian soldier sublime. .

CHINESE HARASSING RUSSIANS. 


JAPAN TO GUARD COREA. 


SECRETARY HAY NOTIFIED OF 
PLAN TO SAVE THE KINGDOM. 


Japanese Will Assume Sort of Protec- 
torate Over Country aud Preserve 
Integrity of the Nation—Latest Dip- 
lomatic Move Does Not Meet with 
the Approval of Russia—Step Will 
Make Peninsula Legitimate Field 
for Warfare. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—Secretary 
Hay has received information that Japan 
has negotiated a treaty with Corea, whereby 
she guarantees the independence and integ- 
rity of Corea. 

This is regarded here as one of the clever- 
est of the many startling diplomatic moves 
that have been made in connection with the 
whole eastern question. The effect is to 
place Japan on a high moral plane, for it is 
understood here that this treaty is an an- 
nouncement to the world that even if she 
prevails in her struggle with Russia, in- 
volving military occupation of Corea, Japan 
will take no advantage of that fact, but will 
maintain the independence of the Hermit 
kingdom. 

Russia Will Ignore Treaty. 

Russia will ignore Japan’s newly ‘nego- 
tiated treaty with Corea guaranteeing the 
independence and integrity of the Hermit 
kingdom, and has so informed the United 
States. Japan, it may be stated, assumes 
practically the same attitude of indifference 
towards Russias protests to the powers, 
which,: on high authority, it is declared 
will be ignored by the Tokio government. 

In diplomatic circles Secretary Hay’s an- 
nouncement of the negotiation of the Jap- 
anese-Corean treaty created a sensation. 


‘While the treaty, it is stated, opens up poss!i- 


bilgties for new intcrnational complica- 
tions in the far eastern war, the diplomatic 
corps here continues firm in the belief that 
there is no ground for apprehension at pres- 
ent that the war will extend beyond the two 
telligerents and Corea. 

It will not surprise diplomats conversant 
with Japan’s plans to see an early zmrounce- 
ment from Tokio declaring that practically 
all Corean ports will be opened eventually 
to the commerce of the world. 


Russia Objects to Move. 

On the other hand, the Russian note, hand- 
ed Mr. Hay by Count Cassini today, com- 
plaining of the violations of Corean neutral- 
ity by Japan, is believed here to be intended 
to pave the way for future heavy reclama- 
tions, indeed involving the seizure of Corea 
and its annexation for violation of neutral- 
ity in the event that Russia triumphs in the 
present struggle. 

Contrasting the two positions, an official 
here pointed out that the attitude of Japan 
toward Corea was similar to that of the 
United States to Cuba when the United 
States occupied the island with its military 
forces, only to withdraw them and free Cuba 
after it had rid her of Spanish control. 

It is supposed that Japan is given the right 
to fortify Corea in any way she wishes and 
practically assume control of all Corea’s 
defenses. This declaration of a protectorate 
over Corea by Japan of course removes Corea 
from the rank of neutral powers and makes 
it a legitimate field for military operations. —

Second, Russian and Chinese interests are 
declared to be identical; but, as China says 
she wishes to maintain neutrality, therefore, 
all officials in Manchuria, instead of hinder- 
ing, must assist the Russian army. 

- Third, the people shall continue their oc- 
cupations, and shall treat the Russian ewe 
with confidence. 


People Must Guard Telegraph. 

Fourth, the railroad telegraphs are left to 
the protection of the people, who will be held 
responsible in case they are injured. 

The fifth heading warns the people not to 
obey the threats of the Chunchus (bandits), 
who are the curse of Manchuria, but to assist 
the troops to exterminate them; if they do 
not assist in this they also will be treated 
as robbers. | 

Sixth, if the people antagonize the troops 
or show them hatred they will be extermi- 
nated without mercy. The government is 
taking all steps, in any event, to protect its 
interests. 

The proclamation makes an earnest appeal 
for the sympathy of the people in the present 
crisis, when, it says, “ Russia must put her 
back to the wall.” 

H. B. Miller, United States consul at New- 
chwang, is increasingly active in his en- 
deavors to protect Japanese refugees and 
has made further demands for information 
as to the whereabouts of refugees. He has 
made strong representations in the matter of 
right of search and inspection. 

The reorganization of the viceregal admin- 
istration is now going forward and is expect- 
ed to take one month. In the meanwhile 
there is considerable complication and un- 
certainty in all international and domestic 
matters. . 

Viceroy Alexieff has authorized his troops 
in case of necessity to commandeer food and 
forage from the Chinese.

- Disease Worse than Enemy. 


The army organ raises a warning, saying 
that the Japanese will not be so dangerous 
as the diseases which will decimate the army 
in the fleld, recalling the fact tha. Russia 
lost twice as many men by disease during the 
Turkish war as by the bullets of the enemy, 
and urging the organization of hygienic and 
disinfection establishments with and in the 
rear of the army. 

The case of the family of a Jewish surgeon 
of Kieff who volunteered for service at.the 
front is attracting much attention in the 
Russian press. Under the law his family 
was forbidden to reside at Kieff after the 
surgeon’s departure, and the police ordered 
the members of the family to withdraw in- 
side the Jewish pale.

RUSSIAN PLOTS A? WORK 


AMBASSADOR TO ENGLAND VIC- 
TIM OF INTRIGUE. 


Daily News Claims to Know That Count 
Benckendorfl Went to St. Peters- 
burg to Explain Many Misleading 
Reports Received by Czaras to Eng- 
land’s Policy and Japan’s Real In- 
tentions - Underground 
Caused Panic on Paris Bourse. 


_ [BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
LONDON, Feb. 25, 3a. m.—The Daily News, 


Benckendorff, the Russian ambassador, last 
Saturday for St. Petersburg as connected 
with King Edward’s alleged active efforts 
to bring about a restoration of peace, now 
professes to know the real reason of the am- 
bassador’s sudden visit to the czar, which it 
says was one of the causes of the panic on the 
Paris bourse. The reason for Count Benck- 
endorff’s visit, according to the News, was 
the question of his position as Russia's legiti- 
mate representative to Great Britain, 


Underhand Forces at Work. 


There have been for some time other Rus- 
making 
Count Benckendorff’s task most difficult. 
These are Mme. de Nouvikoff, the celebrated 
writer on Russian politics, and Baron Wes- 
silitsky, formerly in the Russian diplomatic 
service, and now a correspondent of the 
Novoe Vremya. They are ambassadors of 
PobiedonostZeff, the procurer general of the 
holy Russian synod, whose immense power 
and influence in Russia is notorious. Their 
duty has been to watch Count Benckendorff, 
whose diplomatic path they long have made 
thorny. 

Their reports so conflicted with the am- 
bassador’s that Count Lamsdorff, the Rus- 
sian foreign minister, ultimately was unable 
to convince the czar they were wrong. They 
insisted that Great Britain would not fulfill 
her pledges to Japan in the event of war, while 
their coagents in Paris concurrently insisted 
that Japan was bluffing. 


Force Balfour to Speak. 


Their intrigues led to Prime Minister Bal- 
four’s public declaration that Great Britain 
would observe the terms of her alliance 
with Japan, which was intended not only 
to enlighten Pobiedonostzeff’s pan-Slavist 
agents in London, but their friends in Paris, 
who were coiperating with Count De Mun 
in trying to make impossible the position 
of Foreign Minister Delcasse because he de- 
clined to abandon his attitude of strict neu- 


.trality. The intrigues were brought to King 


Edward's notice by a high French politician. 
His majesty therefore asked Count Bencken- 
dorff to make it thoroughly understood in 
St. Petersburg that any move by France out- 
side the strictest neutrality would bring 
Great Britain into the field alongside of 
Japan. At the moment, adds the News, the 
success of Count Benckendorff’s mission, on 
which may depend not only the limitation of 
the war but the European complications 
over the Balkan question, remains doubtful. 


HOPES TO RAISE JEWISH FORCE. 


Col. Leopold Moss of Chicago Said to 
Have Plan for Aiding the 
Japanese. 


New York, Feb. 24.—[Special.]—Leopold 
Moss of Chicago, who is at the Hotel Na- 
varre, has announced he is going to recruit 
in this city a regiment of American Jews for 
service in the Japanese army. As a member 
of the staff of the late Gov. John P. Altgeld 
of Illinois he has the title of colonel. He 
gained his military experience as captain of 
the Third regiment of the Illinois National 
guard, and his appearance is military indeed. 
Col. Moss expressed himself tonight as 
quite sanguine that he can get 1,000 Amer- 
icans of Jewish faith, between the ages of 
21 and 30, to enroll for the Japanese cause.

GIRL SUICIDE IS IDENTIFIED. 
Father Claims the Body of Miss Doro-. 


thea Goldstine, Who Swallowed 
Carbolic Acid. 


Despondent because she believed herself a 
hopeless invalid, Dorothea Goldstine, 19 years 
old, a former student at Armour institute. 
committed suicide by swallowing carbolic 
acid immediately after a diagnosis of her 
ailment by a physician. The girl was found 
in the snow at Sixty-sixth street and Yale 
avenue last Tuesday afternoon and died soon 
after. Her identity was unknown until the 
body was recognized yesterday by Abraham 
Goldstine, 5300 State street, as that of his 
only daughter. 

According to physicians who attended the 
young woman immediately after she took 
the poison, the fatality was due to the 
licensed sale of concentrated carbolic ach 
in Chf€ago. The girl’s lips were burned 
black and covered with crystals, indicating 
that the “‘ 95 per cent solution ’’ of the poison 
once more had been obtainable from some 
druggist. 

Mr. Goldstine denied knowledge of any 
recent love affair. He said that two years 
ago the girl ran away, but he declared it was 
not an affair of sentiment which had in- 
fiuenced her.

The machihe was made of iron, and 
consisted of two large interlocking wheels 
between which the starch was ground to 
powder. The force of the explosion was suffi- 
cient to blow the roof from the building and 
to crumble the walls into fragments. As it 
chance@ only one man was near the machine 
at the time—Jacob Spies—whose body was 
recovered from the ruins. He was probably 
killed instantly. 


Puts Loss at $1,000,000. 

A. H. Kersting, general manager of the 
company, was in Chicago. He was notified 
cf the explosion by telephone, and arrived 
on the scene at 10:05. He said: 

“It is difficult at t time to. estimate 
the less of life or property. It is possible 
that the bodies of some of the workmen are 
yet in the ruins. The books of the company 
were destroyed in the fire, and there is no 
accurate way of checking upthe names. The 
loss may reach $1,000,000. The loss is cov- 
ered by insurance.’’ 


Five Etiildings in the Plant. 

The Warne? plant consists of five build- 
ings, the north one being a seven story struc- 
ture called the refinery. Just south of thatis 
the dry powder starch building, in which the 
explosion occurred. South of this is the wet 
starch building, Phich was saved from the 
fire by the fire walls between. To the north 
and east are the cooper shop and the sirup 
house. The plant is independent of the so- 
called trust. 

The products of the plant include glucose, 
grape sugar, corn sirups, jellies, starches, 
corn oil, oil cake, corn meal and gluten feed. 
It had a capacity of 25,000 bushels a day, 
and was one of the largest of its kind in the 
country. It had a private water system and 
fire department of its own, with supply pipes 
from Lake Michigan and a capacity of 8,000- 
000 gallons daily. 


Destroys Barn Which Soot. Would Be 
Removed to Make Way for $1,- 
000,000 Structure... 


Fire yesterday afternoon destroyed the 
three story brick building at 145-147 Mich- 
igan avenue, which was soon to have been 
torn down to make way for a $1,000,000 ho- 
tel. It was occupied by the livery stable 
of Pawl Wright, and nine horses were burned. 
Three men risked their lives to save the 
animals. One hundred horses were driven 
from the building and galloped up and down 
the lake front until they were secured. 

The cause of the fire is unknown. Itstart- 
ed in the paint shop of H. Goldstein, on the 
second floor, and quickly spread to the hay. 
The building is owned by Caryl Young, and 
the total loss of $50,000 is covered by insur- 
ance. . 

Fright caused by the fire is thought to 
have brought an attack of heart failure 
upon Miss Hattie Gordon, employed as a 
waitress in the Kilo club in the rear of the 
She was taken to her residence, 152 
West Randolph street, and will recover. 


Fireproofing Minimizes Léss.

Domestic Problem. 


Iss KELLAR h ‘has come and probcd 
the evils that exist in many of our 
employment offices. We have meekly 
asked what we can do to remedy the 
evil and make the sacred domain of 

the home as dignified a place for the educated, 
self-respecting woman to find employment in 
as is the business man’s office. 

ieee while volumes have been and are be- 
ing written about the new fields women have 
ventured into during the last few years, it 
seems to be reserved for this year of grace to. 
chronicle the advancement made in profes- 
sional work along the line of the home. 

Af regards system, Boston, as usual, takes 
the lead. An interesting circular giving an 
outline of their work may give suggestions. 
It is entitled the “‘ Household Aid Company.” 
The services of trained helpers for all forms 
of work in the household—groups of appli- 
cunts are received at stated intervals to take 
the course of instruction and practical train-

ing in the different branches of household ~ 


work. The course includes no washing or 
heavy scrubbing. Applicants will only bo 
received for the full course. Now comes the 
interesting and valuable part of the cir- 
cular. 


we Candidates for admission must be young 
women, at least 17 years of age, with the 
equivalent of a grammar school education. 
and, when possible, one year of high school 
work. . They will be received for two weeks 
without expense to themselves. At the end 
of that time they will be graded according 
to their efficiency and each one will make a 
contract with the company for a definite 
number of hours a week. During the term 
of training (except when former experience 
or unusual efficiency makes it shorter) this 
compensation will amount to about $4 a week, 
and afterwards the aid will receive from 
8 to 35 cents an hour, according to the work 
the is capable.of doing. From this salary a 
moderate amount for room and board will be 
Geducted by the company, as the aids will 
reside in the house. Previous experience 
will count for increased efficiency and valuc. 
It is the purpose of the company to fill all 
higher positions of responsibility, with aids 
already in its employ rather than with new- 
comers. 

** Aids will be encouraged to acquire greater 
skill by attending in their leisure hours spe- 
cial courses in educational institutions. 


“The course of instruction, which will in- 
clude lectures by experts, will be given in 
a central house, and when the term is finished 
the aids will continue to liveat this centra!

An equally interesting movement in Bos- 
ton, as reported by Miss Kellar, is the “* Bos- 
ton Young Women’s Christian School of Do- 
mestic Science and Christian Work.” ‘The 
aim of this is to give scientific and practical 
instruction in all that pertains to the home 
and its management, that women may be 
fitted to teach domestic science and domestic 
art in the public or private schools, in institu- 
tions and homes—to be Christian workers in 
association settlements and slums—to be 
matrons, housekeepers, and homemakers. 

Its object was to provide trained women for. 
some of the many fields opening to them. 
On the one hand were able, intelligent 
women, willing but incompetent; on the 
other were good, fairly paying, and often 
important positions waiting to be filled. To 
bring these two factors together with mutual 
profit was the problem the school undertook 
to solve, and its history, from small begin- 
- gs to the present, proves that it has found 

jlace among the educational institutions of 
Sama So much for Boston. New York has 
wrestled with the problem from a personal 
standpoint. A woman, well known socially, 
takes a house in Fifth avenue, decorates her 
circular with the names of well known people, 
then advertises that her aim is to relieve her 
patrons in every department of household 
care, 

Dinners and luncheons are arranged and 
personally superintended from kitchen to 
pantry, from pantry to table—she takes the 
entire responsibility. She offers to open your 
city home and put it in complete running 
order, so you may arrive with your dinner 
already on the table. Floors polished, cel- 
lars, flues, and furnaces cleaned, plumbing 
examined, curtains, rugs, carpets, and 
blankets cleaned and prepared against injury 
during the summer. She will take entire 
charge of your marketing, keeping and pay- 
ing accounts; attend to your shopping; buy 
your coal; superintend moving; chaperon 
your daughters; engage competent servants 
for you; and in cases of illness she will take 
charge of your home and family until satis- 
factory arrangements can be made. It does 
sound delicious, for she leaves you grea 
to do but breathe! 

Miss Kellar reports several such institu- 
tions in New York, and all are making for- 
tunes. Whether the relegation of her house- 
hold machinery, In so wholesome a manner, 
into the hands even of an expert tends to the 
development of the best and holiest woman- 
hood in the one iIntrusted to the making of 
that sacred shrine—the home—would need

German housewife. Six new dishes! When 
Brillat-Savarin says: ‘ He who has invent- 
ed one new dish has done more for the pleas- 
ure of mankind than he who has discovered 
a star.’

Most people dine at the end of the day, 
when business and care are behind them; 
when they can enjoy their repast in a leisure- 
ly manner and unbend anda give themselves 
up to pleasant conversation and social in- 
tercourse. 

It is a pretty plan, and a sensible plan, to 
make such a change in one's dress as shall 
mark the dividing line between work and

: The house mistress will please her fam- 
ily by keeping an appropriate gown—not, 
perhaps, formal or elaborate, but still beau- 
tiful and becoming—which she may, as @ 
rule, wear to dinner.

The young people of the house are the 
better for constantly recognizing the claims 
of politeness in so often recurring a thing 
as this. 

Every woman always has on hand an old 
gown which, by the addition of a little rib- 
bon or lace or a fichu, inay be made present- 
able as a dinner gown, and, so far from its 
causing extra expense, it Is really a great 
saving never to wear one’s outdoor things In 
the house, but always to make an entire 


change.

The Artist Says— 

In hanging pictures there must ma a scheme 
to which the general tone of the pictures 
should conform. 

A dark carbon must not hang close to an 
etching drawn in delicate lines and bord@red 
by a broad white mat. 

If water colors with their soft tints elbow 
oil paintings with their bolder tones, the 
former will be faded, the latter coarsened, by 
the proximity. 

Etchings, photographs, drawings, azure 
engravings, water colors, pastels may be as- 
sembled on endly terms. 

Even then, however, there must be judg- 
ment exercised In the way they are placed. 


Dark, heavily shaded pictures should not 


always hang in the strongest light, but should 
in some cases seek a sheltered position, away 
from the glare of the windows. 

. Near the light belong the pictures in fainter 
1 tints, the subdued water colors, the line en- 
gravings, whose best points illumina- 
tion. 

This order may sometimes be renirent when 
the corner farthest from the window shows 
a decided need of brightening by light pic- 
tures, -but always the gradation of tints 
should be borne in mind. 

In a well planned room the darkest color 
is found in the carpet, and melts-from that 
through the shades of the curtains and 
furniture to the lightest nuance in the wall: 
Similarly the lower pictures should be more 
somber in hue than the upper, and should 
lead the eye unconsciously from the deepest 
hue to the highest light. 

A dark corner may be brightened by a 
brilliant water color or pastel, perhaps, but 
its position must be studied, for if the 
general tone of a room is low, it is risky to 
accentuate it at too many points by spots of 
color, 

When a group of photographs or etchings 


vf outdoor scenes is broken by a full length 


figure piece, the effect is inartistic in the ex- 
treme. 

Oil paintings rarely mingle well with other 
sorts of pictures, save occasional engravings. 

One or two oils of high merit may havea 
reserved corner in the drawing room, re- 
moved from comparison with pictures of 
other classes. 
markable in their excellence they should have 
a more retired position in the library or din- 
ing room, which is the retreat for family 
portraits, which are distinctly out of place in 
the drawing or reception room. 


No Counsel— 


Concerning the hanging of pictures would 


be complete without a word regarding the 
wall on which they are to appear. The gen- 
eral subject of wall hangings is too large to 
be dwelt upon now at any length and can 
thus be treated chiefiy In its relation to the 
pictures that are to go upon it. 

It goes without saying that a cartridge or 
flock paper of a solid color is the best back- 
ground for pictures of any kind, and that 
even the slightest figure in a wall paper is 
a distraction to the eye. 

It is especially harmful to the effect.of 
pictures of an inconspicuous order and 
framed simply in wood, ora narrow setting 
of any kind. 

Oil paintings in heavy gilded frames -or 
large, broadly framed engravings show. to 
better advantage upon a figured wall paper 
than any other kind of picture, but it is safe 
for the person who chooses a figured wall 
hanging to make up her mind to depend upon 
that for ornament and put most of her pic- 
tures in some other part of the house. , 


It is safe to advise soft olive greens and 


browns or certain subdued shades of terra 


cotta for well lighted apartments, and clear 


buff or old rose or. even old blue for darker 
rooms, although the last is a shade to be 
handled with caution. — 

A brilliant red is often a danger signal and 
must be approached with care. lt should 
rarely be selected for a living room, unless 


much of the wall space is covered by book- 


cases and cabinets or broken by doors and 
windows. 

For restfulness there is no hue like a deep 
green in a workroom or sitting room and 
probably no other tint brings out to greater 
advantage the good points of pictures of any 


,kind, 


The happy aspect of both pictures and wall 
depends to a large extent on the framing of 
the former. | 

The solid gilt frame that was once thought 
the only one for any and every work of art 
has been superseded in most cases by the 
natural wood, 

The choice of this and of the mat is almost 
as important as the first selection of the pic- 
ture itself. 

Some cleverly artistic women take their 
pictures to a Wall paper dealer, select from 
his stock of flock or cartridge papers thetint 
they wish, buy a roll of it, and from this they 
have their framemaker cut a mat of the re- 
quired size and shape.

CHICAGO CLUB DECIDES 50 CENTS 
IS NECESSARY. 


House Committee Declares It Now Is 
Impossible to Serve Croquettes, : 


Cream Puffs, and Other Delicacies 
All 
tions Profit from Sale of Cigars and 
 Wine—Mrs. Lynden Evans Suggests 
Tendency Toward “Bargain” Meals. 


Members of the itaeieo Woman’s club can- 
not for 35 cents satisfy their noonday appe- 
tites. They have struggled with ham sand- 
wiches and corned beef hash during more 
than a year, but their efforts have been vain. 
After talking of chicken salad, escalloped 
oysters, and lemon ice, they yesterday 
reached the conclusion tat a good lunch 
costs at least 50 cents.’ The club women 
found confronted by stern condi- 
tions when their meeting was called to order 
by Mrs. Elien M. Henrotin. 
stated as follows: 

“The price of food has gone up. The ciub 
no longer can supply delicacies for luncheon 
at 35 cents a person. Will it be better to 
exist.on ham sandwiches and corned beef 
hash at 35 cents than to be happy on chicken 
salad and escalioped oysters at 50 cents?’’ 

Chicken salad and escalloped oysters won 
the decision. Hereafter it will cost the club 
women 15 cents more for a lunch. 


Committee Appeals for Help. 


It was the cry for help from the house 
committee which piunged the members into 
the debate on club domestic science. The 
committee, and Mrs. J. J. P. Odell, who has 
had the 35 cent menus in charge, were praised 
for the work they had done. The trouble 


was caused by their confession that they. 


could not again, with the advanced prices of 
food, serve such luncheon bills of fare as the 
following three samples for 45 cents: 
Chicken Rice croquettes, 
t rolls. Coffee. 

White and aeons bread. Raspberry ice cream.

"6 Because,” declared Mrs. Henrotin, “ the 
men’s clubs make up on the wine and the 
cigars 

v There is a difference between club men 
and club women,” declared Mrs. Lynden 
Evans, *‘ which affords a good explanation. 
The difference is that the men expect to pay 
more for what they buy at their clubs than 
they do elsewhere, and the women expect to 
pay less at theirs.’’ 

Mrs. Buckingham gaid the club women are 
willing to pay more for the lunches they buy 

at the department stores than those they get 
at the club. 

Mrs. Evans moved that the matter be re- 
ferred .to the board of directors with the 
recommendation that a competent person be 
engaged to cater for the club at 50 cents a 
lunch, and that a special price be made for 
coffee and rolls.

State Reads His Confession of 


Part Taken in Raid on 
the Car Barns. 


‘BEST PROOF FOR TODAY. 


Declared Admission of Murder 
Will Offset Aid Given to 
Police Officials. 


‘Gustav Marx, who has been the most hope-~ 
ful of the trio of car barn bandits, had a 
bad day in court yesterday. When the hear- 
ing was adjourned in the afternoon the pros- 
ecution declared itself satisfied that it had 
femoved whatever chance Marx had for 
clemency because of the information he had 
given the police leading to the arrest of his 
associates. The agency by which the state 
etruck ite heaviest blows was the recital of 
his confession made at the Harrison street 

lice station to Assistant State’s Attorney 

Olson. 


Reads Confession of Murders. 

The confession was read from steno- 
gtaphic notes made by Charles L. Binns of 
the state's attorney's staff, and was com- 
posed of the questions and answers in the 
examination of Marx, conducted hy the 
prosecutor. The detaile of the murder were 
told graphically, and showed Marx to have 
been equally a leader in the raid on the car 


barns. 

“ Neidermeler stood at the window and 
shot down the men in the office,”’ Marx said. 
“TI stood in the conductors’ room on guard, 
and Van Dtne went into the office. I heard 
Weidermeier shoot into the _ street, and, 
thinking he was in a fight, Iran tohim. I 
Was ready to shoot any one who was in the 
way.” 

In the part of the statement read Marx 
denied he had shot Motorman Frank John- 
gon. In the continuation of the confession, 
which will be read this morning, he admits 
the murder and says: 

“ Johnson got up from the bench where he 
had been sleeping. He was half asleep and 
started toward the door. Ithought he might 
have a gun, so I shot him.” 

Van Dine’s statement, made at the same 
time, will be read today, and that will be 
followed by the confession by Neidermetler. 
Both documents are filled with boastful de- 

scriptions of the deeds. The reading of these 
confessions will close the state’s case.

FORTY BOYS 0 GO 


TOMORROW TO MAKE BOOM. 


Chief Probation Officer Estimates That 
One-Fifth of Them Will Be Returned 
for Violation of Parole or Other 
Cause—Most of the Lads Going Back 

to Their Parents, Though Supt. 
Sloan Will Take a Few to His Home 
Temporarily. 


Forty boys will be released from the John 
Worthy school tomorrow morning. Over- 
crowding is given as the cause of this whole- 
sale delivery, but the records of the boys 
who will go out are of the highest, and 
homes or positions have been provided for 
all. Four of them will go to St. Mary’s 
training school for boys, at Feehanville, 
until homes are found for them. 

None of the boys who will be released has 
been in the school less than two months, 
and some have been there nearly two years, 
It is estimated by J. J. McManaman, chief 
probation officer, that 20 per cent of the 
boys will be returned to the school. 

P. J. Mullen, supervisor of the school, has 
been investigating the homes of the high 
record boys for many weeks, and says that 
in most cases the parents are glad to give 
the boys another chance. Some parents of 
foreign birth long have wanted their boys 
to come home, but did not know how to get 
them. 

In some cases where the boys have made 
such progress in their work and deportment 
that a release is warranted, it is realized 
on investigation that their homes are not 
suitable, or is found that the parents re- 
fuse to take them back. Then Supt. John 
J. Sloan takes the boys to his own house, 
finds them positions, and takes care of 
them until they are self-supporting. 


Some Boys Refuse to Leave. 


In some instances the boys refuse to leave 
the school, preferring the rigorous though 
practical and healthy training which they 
ect there to the squalor and quarrels of their 
own homes. 
But the majority of the boys want to leave. 

" I like the school, but I don’t like so much 
drilling,’’ said one small candidate. 

“They come here wan and h with 
living in the streets, smoking cigarets, and 
emulating the lives of their dime novel 
heroes,’ said the matron. “ But they soon 
brighten up and grow ambitious. Study and

drill and books and games take up their entire 
day, and before long they are different lads.”’ 

Dirty homes, with a can of beer on the 
table, a scolding mother, and a drunken 
father, are forgotten in the keen interest of 
learning a trade, or learning to read, in sur- 
roundings much like a barrack house or a 
prison, but scrupulously clean, and sunny, 
and comfortable. The 1,700 boys are formed 
into companies of soldiers and elect a cap- 
tain. The captain makes a conduct report 
to the supervisor whenever a boy disobeys the 
rules. From 6 in the morning, when they 
arise, until bedtime at 8:30, the boys are un- 
der the constant supervision of an officer. 
And even after they are in bed sentinels 
parade the huge dormitory and a guard sits 
on an elevated platform in the midst of the 
long rows of cots. 

The mother of a boy who will go out on 
Friday paid him a visit in the afternoon. 
Jerome was pouring out his heart to her, and 
was wild with eagerness to have Friday 
come. ‘‘I have sold all your books, but we 
can get some more for next fall, and you 
can start in the sixth grade,”’ said she. “ O, 
ma—but I will study hard.” 


Will Be Lined Up in Court. 

At 11 o’clock: Friday morning the forty 
boys will be lined up in Judge Tuthill’s court. 
He will give them a short lecture, and then 
turn them over to their parents, who must 
be in court. A probation officer is appoint- 
ed for each boy, and the boy must make 
weekly reports of progress or he will be 
looked up. The syétem is simply that ofa 
parole, and lasts until the boy has reached 
the age of 16 years.
